Ho 
gave her a recei)>t for the amount. 
Two m onths 
after the date ui this receipt, July 30, 18C9, the hus­ 
band of the plalnttiT dte<l. An agent of the com­ 
pany ascertained that UuUy had nut handed in tho 
money which hod been paid him on the policy. The 
treasurer of toe company told ilolly to make a 
written report of the uollectlon and hie the same In 
the asnal form. Thin he did. 
Two days after Kolgers died the treasurer of toe 
company called apon the widow Kolger and told her 
thp clerk had no n g h i to receive the premlnm when 
he did, as the time of the policy had expired. He 
therefore deslre<i that she should take back the 
am uiint of the prenuuiii. Tbls she refused to do, 
and demanded the full am ount of the policy, $4,00a 
The cose then w ent to tiiai. aud a verdmt for Mrs. 
Kolger.^ was rendered by the Jury in the Supreme 
Court, Olrcnlf^ Judge P ratt presiding. 
The iefendanin appealed. The General Term re­ 
versed the action of Ibe Court below, aud Justice 
Barnard gave the subjoined opinion:—At the time 
of the payment by plaintiff to HoUey of the two 
quarterly premiums the policy was forfeited by Its 
term, it then ixicame Incumbent upon the plaUiUff, 
in order to recover upon the policy, to show a re- 
uelpt of the premlnm by some one authortzea to 're­ 
ceive It afU'T forleltnte. or 10 show a ratlttcatiun of 
an unanthorlzed receipt by the company by an ar- 
ceptanoe of the money with knowledge of the facts, 
or In some other way.

in 
this case the charier and bylaws were admituid in 
evidence.

modern science of war, with gunpowder, 
artillery, the needle gun and other things, have 
superseded tbe rude instruments' of destruc­ 
tion of the ancients.

The interest of the situation at present is 
withdrawn from tho siege of Paris and trans­ 
ferred to a point further south. 
Wo have 
accounts this morning detailing the fights at 
Bouget, on the northern side of the investing 
line, and atV illejuif, on the south, wherein 
the French claim decided successes. 
But they 
were, in tbe main, mere skirmishes, in which 
no Important position seems to have been 
gained or lost, and, on the south side at least, 
were probably inaugurated by the French in 
the blind hope of preventing a concentration 
of the besieging force preparatory to an assault. 
A t St. Cloud it is stated the Pnissians have 
been dislodged by the guns of Fort Mont 
Valerien. 
Desultory fighting all round the 
lines may be expected during the continuance 
of the siege, and will not, in all likelihood, 
affect tbe result one way or the other. 
With 
those exceptions the situation about Paris re­ 
mains unchanged, the Prussians claiming to 
have control of all of the two departments of 
the Seine et Oise and the Seine et Marne ex­ 
cept the city of Paris Itself. 
But In the south tho movements of the 
Prussians and the uprising of the French 
people tend to concentrate all the immediate 
interest of the situation. 
Orleans has been 
evacuated by the French troops in view of the 
approach of an overwhelming force of Prns- 
sians under Prince Albert. 
They foil back, 
doubtless, toward Blois and Tours, and will 
await the arrival of the immense forces now 
organizing in the south before offering any 
determined resistance to the superior foe. The 
new armies, however, appear to organize very 
slowly. 
A great deal oT enthnsiasm prevails, 
and the government at Tours has called lor the 
enrolment of all men under twenty-five years 
of age, but the difficulty seems to be in tho 
scarcity of arms. 
To obviate this a call 
has also been made for all arms in the 
bands of the people, but the expedient does 
not seem to afford much Eelief. 
In the mean­ 
time, pending this delay, the advance of the 
Prussians is so rapid that a removal of tho 
government from Tours is again reported im­ 
minent. 
Thirty thousand of tho Garde Na- 
tionale were recently reviewed in Marseilles, a 
few hundred Garibaldianj have arrived from 
Italy to tender their services, and other de­ 
fenders are reported in other places; but these 
are mere armed groups where France needs 
armed multitodea.

War and morality have not much In com­ 
mon. 
Humanity In war—can thore be such • 
thing? 
Strange as it may appear to many, 
there is a place in war for morality, and war 
may be humane. 
In spite of this horrid war 
this Is a civilized age. 
It is expected that 
war be conducted after a civilized fashion. 
Barbarity, needless destruction of life or pro- 
pertjf, woold alienate all sympathy and call 
forth against the offonder the wrath of man­ 
kind. 
In war, as in the prize ring or at the 
duel, there la a code of honor, and the;j| who 
offend against the code must submit to the 
consequences. 
Since the cocnmencement of this war some 
things have occurred which bave compelled us 
to ask what civilization really does mean. 
It 
hat been gratifying to u i to know that, 
although both France and Prussia and, indeed, 
all the Powers are in posaeasion of agents of 
destruction which would make war inflaitely 
more horrible than it is—a something so ter­ 
rific as to make humanity cry out against it— 
neither Power has been base or foolish enough 
to have rcoonrse to these agents. 
Tbe mi­ 
trailleuse is bad, and France must bear all tbe 
dishonor that comes flrom tho naing of it, but the 
mitrailleuse Is Innocent compared with tho other 
agents to which wo have alluded. 
It is unde­ 
niable, however, that, moral and humane as 
this war has been as compared with many 
wars in tho past, some things have boon done 
of which enlightened humanity has just cause 
to be ashamed. 
It is undeniable also that 
France has been the chief offender. 
In spite 
of the aggressive spirit and actions of Prussia ¡ 
in spite of her treatm ent of some of tho Ger­ 
man States ; in spite of her treatm ent of Den­ 
mark and of her non-fulfilment of the condi­ 
tions of the treaty of Prague—all of which 
were unquestionably offensive to France— 
France is solely to blame for tbe commence­ 
ment of this war. 
It was contrary to all law, 
to all common sense, to make the candidature 
of tbe Hohenzollern prince for the Spanish 
throne a cause of war. 
It was criminal to 
declare war upon Prussia when Prussia had 
nsed her inflnence to have the name of the 
Prince withdrawn from the number of candi­ 
dates. 
Morally France sinned when she com­ 
menced this war. 
We use the word France, 
for no man with eyes and ears can pretend to 
be ignorant of the fact that tbe French people, 
more than Napoleon, are to blame for the 
declaration of war. 
M. Thiers is the only 
Frenchman, so -for as we remember, who 
was opposed to the w ar; but M. Thiers is 
known to be the most violent anti-Gorman in 
France, and his opposition was based on no 
higher ground than this—that France was not 
prepared. 
Since the 
war began 
which

combatants has been most humane? 
Prus­ 
sian 
fortresses—nay, 
German fortresses— 
are all 
crowded y ith 
French 
prisoners, 
and from the Emperor Napoleon down to 
the meanest of his soldiers all have been 
kindly treated. 
We have not heard one word 
of 
complaint. 
Then, again, in Germany 
every 
Frenchman has found 
himself per­ 
fectly comfortable. 
From no German city, 
town 
or 
village, 
has 
there 
been any 
forcible expulsion. 
How different has it 
boea in 
France! 
France has not been 
burdened 
with 
German prisoners. 
This 
is well for tho German soldiers. 
But from 
every French city, town, village, manufactoiy, 
peaceful, honest, industrious Germans, old 
and young, men, women and children, have 
been ruthlessly driven. 
For its treatm ent of 
Germans resident within her borders, France 
must bear a responsibility which will weigh 
heavily upon her in all time. 
Man’s inhu­ 
manity to man has not had so shameful an 
illustration since the days when King John 
of England found out the Jew’s money box 
by means of pi ticking out his teeth. 
France, 
to her shame now, to her sorrow by and by, 
has committed the sin of which England was 
guilty in our war of Independence. 
She has 
employed barbarians. 
The Turcos stand out 
as an excrescence, and Prance m ast submit 
to bear the burden of the sin. 
Tbe Laon 
massacre, too, in spite of the soft and, to 
some, beautifol interpretation thereof, must 
redound to tho shame of the French people. 
A war BO sinfully begun and so wickedly 
though feebly prosecuted could not end well. 
France has been terribly punished, awfully 
humiliated, and Germany has been gloriously 
triumphant.

To-day Prussia is mightier than ever. 
To-day 
France is prostrate and desolate. 
To-day 
Germany is proud, and rising stronger and 
stronger in the majesty of her might. 
To-day 
France is shut up in her last fortress, and 
piteously, but unreaeoningly, calling for mercy. 
To-day the Emperor of the French is a Prus­ 
sian prisoner. 
To-day the Prussian King 
knocks at the gates of Paris and demands ad­ 
mission. 
For once, at least, the gods are 
just, and tho laws of morality and the rights 
of humanity arc vindicated. 
It is time in the 
Liitory of mankind that right were prevailing.

A battery bad been posted some 300 yards from 
where I was standing, on a terrace, acd Its aim was 
to open a breach on the right hand of the Porta Pia.

opening breaches and doing hard work ucar St. 
Giovanni and St. Lorenzo. 
Tho precision of the 
Italian artillery was marvellous. 
The fire hud been going on for several hours, aud 
long columns of black smoko rose to tbo blue sky. 
The breach wa.s half done when, at the back of it, 
we perceived that a house belonging Vo tho Dono- 
partes had taken fire. 
At nine o’clock precisely a bombshell fell on the 
root of the St. Agüese church, some ten yards irom 
where 1 was standing, it smashed tho celling and 
fell Into the church. An order was immediately 
given to several soldiers to mount to the top of tho 
tower and hoist the whito flag of the Geneva con­ 
vention. Several of the wounded had already ar- 
rived, and if the bombshells bad been aimed in that 
direction it would have been a dangerous place.

TERRIBLE ACCIDENT OV nOXT BLAÜC. 


Eleven 1-iv s L.ost—No T races o f th e M issiaff 


The Journal de Genere gives tbe following ac­ 
count of a terrible accident upon Mont Blanc:— 
Three travelers, an Irishman and two Americans, 
with three guides and live porters, left c’baiuuualx 
on Monday morning, to arrive that day aud sleep at 
the Gninds-Mulets. Tho weather was flue, but the 
next morning there was so violent a storm that the 
liihabiiauts of t’hamounix naturally supposed that 
the traveilers would have given up the Idea 
of an ascent of Mont Ulano, and would not 
have quitted 
th f 
Orands-Mulets. 
There waa, 
therefore, no disquiet respecting them in the valley. 
News came, tt Is true. In the evening, that from the 
Crulxdo riegero and from Brevent that they had 
been seen starting lor Mont Blano In spite of the 
tempest, and that they had arrived npon the Drome­ 
dary’s Hump, an hour’s march distant from tho 
summit; ibat they had been seen suddenly to collect 
together and to hold fast one to another, and then to 
disappear In the snow wreaths raised by tho wind. 
In spite of this, however, people persisted in believ­ 
ing that they must have sheltered themselves 
against the wind la some nook or crevice of the ice, 
and therefore there was no great occasion to 
fear for the result. However, when the next

Pierre-Fulntue arrived, expressing his astonish­ 
m ent at finding that no one had redescended, 
people began to have serious apprehensions regard­ 
ing the fate of tue traveller!. The day wa.s too far 
advanced to render it possible to make auy imme­ 
diate search; but on the following m orning thirty- 
two young men of the valley went oit in search of 
them. Luiortunately the shocking weather which 
prevailed prevented them Irom passing the pavilion 
of Pieire-Pointnc. situated at two boars’ journey 
from Chamountx. They were obliged to retrace 
ihetr steps without being able to do anything. On 
tbe following day a new attem pt was made by 
twelve courageous young men; but again the rain 
and the wind wonid not permit them to scale tbe 
mountulB. At the hour of writing there remains no 
hopo that these unfortnnate people have escaped 
death, it Is probable that at the moment when

they were making a supreme effort to withstand the 
tempest, so terrible on tnose heights; that their 
effort was of no avail, and m at they wore prcclpl- 
tated together upon the Glacier du Mlage, which 
sprcaJs out on tho side of the Alleo Blanche.

FcIicicH—Important Opinion. 


" Before Jndce Barnard. 


Perti-itde Kolgers vs. Tfte Guardian LtfelHstar- 


<i»ce Company.—An Important opinion of Judge Bar- 
nard was rendered in tUia case yesteraay. Tie ac- 
tion is brought acainst tne Life Insurance Company 
to recover a policy of $4,000, which, was held by the 
plaintiff upon tie Joint lives of Her husband (de- 
ceased), and nerself, "payable upon the decease of 
either party to the snmvor. 


pho Uusliand li.u.1 neglected to pay a portion 


tit {ne premium of the policy, and fiie wife 
dis6overBig Bactt to be the case, called at 
tua 9fllce of the company, in Broauway, and ascer- 
tained tue amount due, which Bam she paid the fol- 
iowinir day to J. E. Holly, clertt In the employ of 
said insurance company, who called at iier resi- 
dence lor the purpofce ol receiving the money. He 
gave ner a receipt for the amount. Two months 
alter tne date ol this receipt, July 25, 1S69, the hus- 
band of the plaintiff died. An agent of the com- 
pany ascertained that Holly had not handed in the 
money which had been paid Win on the policy. The 
treasurer of the company told Holly to make a 
written report of the collection and me the same in 
the usual form. This be did. 
Two days after Kolgers died the treasurer of tue 
company called upon the widow Kolger aud told her 
the clerk had no right to receive the premium when 
he did, as the time of the policy had expired. He 
therefore desired that she Bnonld take bactt the 
amount of l.Ue premium. This she refused to do, 
and demanded the fall amount of the policy, $4,000. 
Tbs case then went to trial, and a verdict for Mrs. 
Kolgers was rendered by the jury in the Supreme 
Court, Circuit. Judge Pratipresiding. 
The « efendants appealed. The General Term re- 
versed the action ol the Court below, aud Justice 
Barnard g&\ e the subjoined opinion:—At the tjme 
of the payment L-5 plaintiff to Holley of the two 
quarterly premiums the policy was forfeited by its 
term. It tnen became incumbent upon the plaintiff, 
in order to recover upon the policy, to show a re- 
ceipt of the premium by some one authorized to re- 
ceiva it afler forfeiture, or to ehow a ratification of 
an unauthorized rewiprby the company- by an ac- 
ceptance of the money with inowleflge of the facts, 
or in soum other way. I tlilns the case falls to show 
Holley'3 authority to receive the money alter for- 
feiture. 
Lie was a cleric of defendants, had oeen an 
agent to receive applications for insurance In New 
Jersey, winch appointment hail been revoved- He 
had been scut by a previous secretary to collect pre- 
miums, but always nrlf h strict orders lo collect noue 
on. forfeited policies. Holley signed the receipts for 
tne payments In cjnestfon aa agent for the then sec- 
retary. Tliere is no proof of his power to act as 
suentior the secretary. Neither Holley nor this 
secretary Is produced as a witness. If the secretary 
hail tlie power to natvc the forfeiture he Is not 
proven to (mve done it. Holley had never done a

Ifihey did allow who was authorized 
to remit, fuifeitiires they should have been received. 
From the evidence of tliu president or defendant 1 
suppose they did. The relucted evidence, or such 
parts uf It as would show its pertinency, should pro- 
perly H:ive been presented by the case, so that this 
Court couldmore «aliaf:iclorily determine this point.

THe report was laid ou the table for the 
piesent. 


Dr. Morris [reported tHat for the week ending 24th 
instant there were seventeen cases of typhoid fever. 
fifteen of reiapsiug fever, two ot t.vpnps lever, one of 
smulipoi, two of scarlatina and two ol measles 
reported by the physicians. 


Dr. Russell, repoiter of vital statistics, reported a, 
reduction of tlurty-oue deaths from contagious 
diseases: 
The Committee on Street Cleaning were authorized 
to Have tHe additional street cleaning ordered 
under the three requisitions madeou the- con- 
tractor continued until the loth of November.

SMOKE AS A NUISAHCE. 


Tne smoke from factories has for a long while 


been a perfect nuisance to people living in their 
neighborhood, and U is now to be abated. In con- 
sequence of tne ordinances passed by the Board of 
Heath, which are subjoined, a number of factories 
on Forty-fifth and Forty-sixth streets, west of Eighth 
avenues, have constructed their chimneys so as la 
consume the smoke. As this was done through the 
efforts of the Sunltary inspector of tbo dcstnct, it 
may be well to copy, for the Information of all 
concerned, the law upon the subject:— 


Section 110 of the Sanitary code of the Roard of Health, 
M»y, 18IU, readu as follows:—"That from «nd after the lit 
ofJuae, l8'l>, every furnace employed In the working of 
engines by steam, or In any nun, lactorr, printing house, 
dye factory, Iron lonmirv, glm house, distillery, brew house, 
sugar reliirerv, bakehouse, £»" worts, or in any other build- 
lnga uied for the purposes or tmdo or mamilacture, shall 
te 80 constructed as to consume or burn tho stnoKtt arising 
ihentfrom, unless n permtt,to Uv contrary be obtained from

Thus we see the passions 


and demands of the victors increase with every 
step of their victorious march. Where is all 
this to end? 
Will the Prussians become the 


veritable Vandals of modern times? Is King 
William going to rival Attila? Will the Ger- 
mans rain Taria, destroy her monuments of 
reatnesa, take down the column in the Place 


VendSme, which is made of cannon taken 
from Prussia in former wars, and rifle her art 
galleries, from a spirit <sf revenge? It is hard 
to conjecture what may happen—what may be 
the result -of the savage spirit of conquest now 
so rampant with the Prussians. 


With all tbe pretence of moderation—of 


malting war only for protection to Germany— 
of marchiag with the civilization of the age— 
;he King of Prussia in heart and views be- 
longs to a former period. He is but a military 
;bJeftain, like Attila, the First Napoleon, or 
of the Rob Roy school of marauders of the 
Middle Ages. He represents in no way the 
progressive spirit and peaceful aspirations of 
our time. Nor does the military system of 
Prussia accord with the age. It is not a militia. 
The kingdom is simply a vast camp. Much 
as this system may have served Germany 
in tae present 
crisis 
it 
is incompat- 


ible with freedom and the spirit of the 
age. Had Prussia been a free country, and 
not under such a •military despotism as it is, 
the war would have been closed with the bat- 
tle of Sedan. Instead of making war on the 
French republic it -would have aided the 
French people in organizing and establishing 
the new government. It would have made a 
Mend of France and called forth the approba- 
tion of tha whole world for its magnanimity. 
But the Prussian monarch assumed the rile of 
Hie old Holy Alliance against the republican 
government and ideas. He became the cham- 
pion of monarchy, of the divine right of kings, 


without any just object over the fair fields of 
civilization, is not an agreeable spectacle for 
mankind to contemplate. It looka too much 
like barbarism—is too revolting to the enlight- 
ened sentiments of the world. Then, will not 
France—will not forty millions of brave 
people—be aroused ^o almost superhuman 
courage 
and 
efforts 
by the 
merciless 


conduct of the invaders? 
Such a peo- 


ple, driven to desperation, to the last 
point of endurance, and becoming familiar with 
Buffering, are • equal to great deeds. 
With all 


the wonderful success and military skill of the 
Prussians they are not utterly invincible to tha 
ravages ol war. They are on the soil of a 
brave enemy, their losses have been enormous 
already, and they might yet find that, demoral- 
ized as the French became under the empire, 
the republic may infuse new life and power 
into the people. The very means which ths 
King of Prussia is using to crush the republic 
will do more, probably, to establish it on a firm 
basis than anything else. It will inspire the 
French with greater detestation of monarchy, 
and may unite all parties in support of the 
national and republican government People 
forget differences of opinion on political ques- 
tions or preferences for forms of government 
in a desperate struggle for national existence. 
King William has made » mistake in playing 
the part of Attila. Will he have the sense to 
recede and to show more moderation ? Or is 
the civilized world to be shocked by more 
Woodshed and by the continued frightful car- 
nage of this most destructive of all wars?

Sooth. 


The interest of the situation at present is 


withdrawn from the siege of Paris and trans- 
ferred to a point further sooth. We have 
accounts this morning detailing the fights at 
Bouget, on the northern side of the investing 
line, and at ViBejuif, on the south, wherein 
the French claim decided successes. But they 
were, ia the main, mere skirmishes, in whica 
no important position seems tohave been 
gained or lost, and, on the south side at least, 
were probably inaugurated by the French in 
the blind hope of preventing a concentration 
of the besieging force preparatory to an assault. 
At St. Cloud it is stated the Prussians have 
been dislodged by tbe guns of Fort Mont 
Valerien. Desultory fighting all round the 
lines may be expected during the continuance 
of the siege, and will not, in all likeliaood. 
affect the result one way or the other. With 
these exceptions the situation about Paris re- 
mains unchanged, the Prussians claiming to 
have control of ail of the two departments of 
tbe Seine et Oise and the Seiae et Marae ex- 
cept the city of Paris itseli. 


But in the south the movements of the 


Prussians and tue uprising of the French 
people tend to concentrate aW the Immediate 
interest of the situation. Orleans has been 
evacuated by the French troops in view of the 
approach of an overwhelming force of Pms- 
sians under Prince Albert 
They fell back, 


doubtless, toward Blois and Tour?, and will 
await the arrival of the immense ioi ces now 
organizing in the south before offering any 
determined resistance to the superior foe. The 
new armies, however, appear to organize very 
slowly. A groat deal oT enthusiasm prevails, 
and tbe government at Tours Uag called, lot Uiu 
enrolment of all men under twenty-five years 
of an-i*. *"*( *&e <tiflicujtr seems to be in tlie 
scarcity of arms. To obviate this a call 
has also been made for all arms ia the 
bands of the people, but the expedient does 
tiol seem to afford much relief. In the mean- 
lime, pending this delay, the advance of the 
Prussians is so rapid tlial a removal of tbe 
government from Toors is again reported im- 
minent. Thirty thousand of the Garde Na- 
tionale were recently reviewed in ilarseilles. a 
few hundred Garibaldlans iiave arrived from 
Italy to tender their services, and other de- 
fenders are reported in other places; but these 
are mere armed groups where France needs 
armed multitudes

The London ffhbe acknowledges with a few 


grateful words the fact that the largest amount 
from any one source subscribed for the widows 
and orphans of the crew and officers of the 
lost British war ship Captain came from the 
men of the American frigate Franklin, lying 
at Portsmouth. 
Tho Globe eays:—"With a 


promptness and liberality which would have 
scarcely been looked for ou the part of even 
one of oar own English war vessels, the gal- 
lant crew of the American steamer Franklin 
has paid over to the relief fun'd a very large 
sum of money, which must have been sub- 
scribed on board that vessel at a very short 
notice and in short time. It is not the amonnt 
of money, however—although we hear that the 
item is the largest on the list—which cauees us 
to appreciate keenly the act of giving it. We 
look to the kindly spirit which piotnptod tbe 
effort—the open-hearted generosity of th« 
sailor and the American." 


This is a very proper recognition of the. gene- 


rosity of our American tara. We, who know 
the calibre of the officers and crews of our 
navy, are not surprised at it. The question, 
however, suggests itselt just bore—and not 
inappropriately, we think—how many British 
ships of war contributed their quota lo aid the 
families of the American steamer Oneida, 
which was run down and sunk by the English 
steamer Bombay off the coast of Japan ? 


Some of tfc» Moral Aspects vt the War. 


War aad morality have not much in com- 


mon. 
Humanity in war—can there be such a, 


thing? Strange as it may appear to many, 
there is a place in war for morality, and war 
may be humane. In spite of this horrid war 
this is a civilized age. It is expected that 
war be conducted after a civilized fashion. 
Barbarity, needless destruction of life or pro- 
perty, would alienate all sympathy and call 
forth against the offender the wrath of man- 
kind. In war, aa in the prize ring or at the 
duel, there is a code of honor, and they who 
offend against the code must submit to the 
consequences. 


Since the commencement of this war some 


things have occurred which have compelled us 
to ask what civilizatiod really does mean. 
It 


has been gratifying to us to know that, 
although both'France and Prussia and, indeed, 
all the Powers are in possession of agents of 
destruction which would make war infinitely 
more horrible than it is—a something so ter- 
rific as to make humanity cry out against It— 
neither Power has been base or foolish enough 
to have recourse to these' agents. The mi- 
trailleuse is bad, and France must bear all the 
dishonor that comes from the using of it, but the 
mitrailleuse is innocent compared with the other 
agents to which we have alluded. It is unde- 
niable, however, that, moral and humane as 
this war has been as compared with many 
wars in the past, some things Jiave bean o*oni 
of which enlightened humanity has just cause 
to be ashamed. It is undeniable also thafr 
France has been the chief offender. In spite 
of the aggressive spirit and actions of Prussia; 
in spite of her treatment of some of the Ger- 
man States ; in spite of her treatment of Den- 
mark and of her noa-fulfilment of the condi- 
tions of the treaty of Prague—all of which 
were unquestionably offensive to France— 
France is solely to blame for the commence- 
ment of this war. It was contrary to all law, 
to ail common seaae, to make |he _candjdature 
of the HoaenzolierU priaee for the Spanish 
throne a cause of war. It was criminal to 
declare war upon Prussia when Prussia had 
used her influence to have the name of the 
Prince withdrawn from the number of candi- 
dates. Morally France sinned when she com- 
menced this war. We use the word France, 
for no man. with eyes and ears can pretend to 
be ignorant of the fact that the French people, 
more than. Napoleon, are to blame for the 
declaration of war. M. Thiers is the only 
Frenchman, so far as we remember, who 
was opposed to the war; but M. Thiers is 
known to be the most violent anti-German in 
France, and his opposition was based on no 
higher ground fcfaan this—that Franoe was not 
prepared.

Man's inhu- 
manity to man has not had so shameful an 
illustration since the days when King John 
ol England tound out tbe JeVs moneybox 
by means of plucking out his teeth. France, 
lo her shame now, to her sorrow by and by, 
has committed the am of which England was 
guilty ia our war of Independence. She haa 
employed barbarians. The Turcos stand Out 
us an excrescence, and France mnat submit 
to bear the burden of the sin. The LaoQ 
massacre, too, ia. spite of the soft and, to 
some, beaulilal interpretation thereof, must 
redound to the shame oi the French people. 


A war so sinhilly begun and so wickedly 


though feebly prosecuted could not end well 
France iia<i beeu terribly punished, awfully 
humiliated, and Germany has been gloriously 
triumphant. Ought it to have been otherwise ?

of Public Works:—. 
TO THB EDITOR or THE HKKit.D:— 


Whenever complaints ars made to the Depart- 
ment of Public Works ol bad water men are sout at 
once to remedy It. Bad water is caused by waut of 
circulation in the pipes, arising sometimes from a 
stop cock being down, and in other cases from a dead 
end to the pipe. The department is alwavs anxious 
to have parries call who find the water bad 
ana they at once semi to have it remedied, When 
tne Crotoa Department was reorganized under the 
new charter they found the pipe yard empty of seve- 
ral sizes of service pipj. Contracts have been made 
and tne pipes are now being delivered and laid, 
making connections with dead ends as rapidly as 
the pipes arrive. 
• 


The extremely warm and dry weather of the last 
two months has so reduced the natural flow 01 tue 
Croton river as to render the supplv of water entirely 
inadequate to the wants of the City. Knowing the 
failure of the department last year to supply the 
wants or the city dtiriug the months of August and 
September, Mr. Tweed early m the season, seat tae 
chief engineer of the department to Putnam county 
to ascertain «I an additional suuply could be ob- 
tained- 
Numerous large lakes "of 
pure water 


were found and several secured. 
On Friday 


the chief engineer was at the receiving reservoir, 
and, flndlng che water not satlsractory, tie went to 
Putnam county and yesterday telegraohed:—"Have 
sent down to-day over fifty millions or gallons." 
This water is from the lakes, and no better is to be 
found. It comes troni the gramto region of Putnam. 
Bad not these measnies been adopted by the de- 
partment the city would be now almost without 
water, this season having been drier taan Iast> 
while the consumption increases with the growth, of 
the city. 


VThile the Delaware and HocSson Canal has fteen 
without water for the lust are weeks and the boats 
lytug on tlie mud, and tlie" whole country complain- 
ing of the drought, the Department ol Public Works 
i;as Kept up a fuu supply of water lor Kxe city, la 
compliance wifli tlie law, whicli nays, '-They shall 
be responsible for tlte supply of water." 


On the 2Bth of September one year ago to-day the 
water m the receiving reservoir was down twenty- 
two feet, and several of the mains that supply the 
city closed, or the gates nearly closed: white to-fiay 
the water is only two and otie-iialf feet down and

anywhere. Most ot the lakes are smelly supplied 
by sprmes, and their waters are of very sreat 
purity ana transparency. The purchase at *25,uoo I 
suppose reters to that of the water lights ot Lake 
Gilead. I made the purchase, received the money 
from Mr. Tweed to pay lor it, and took the deed In 
Mr. Tweed's name and left it lor record in the 
Clerk's omce. He never saw the iake. did not, and 
I beliei-e does not now Know, who owned it, and 
I Know he never saw the deed. It was purchased at 
wnat 1 believed a reasonable price ana wltli a view 
to sell it to the city at me same price, and the result 
of the purchase is that the city is now supplied with 
such an abundance of water as it has onlv iiau for 
inauy years past during wet seasons.

• We\ give p?!ow the lUU text or the report from 
Count Bismarck 'to King William "rogardtiut tho 
capitulation of Sedan, a summary ot which ha* 
alreadv appeared: Iq, the commnsDf the UKKAUB:— 


After I had -repairedjiltjier last evening'by8yo'ur 


Majesty's command, in order to take part intim 
negotiations as to the.cap.tulaslou, thoy were inter, 
rupted till about, one A. M. by the granting of clma 
for consideration. This" General Wiinpffeu begge<t 
for after General Moltke had firmly declared tnat no 
condition other than laying down of arms would bti 
approved, ami that tho bombardment would be re- 
sumed at nine A. M. If the capitulation were-not 
previously concluded. - Earlv this morning towarii 
ten o'clock General Reille was announced to me, ami 
he Informed me that the Emueror wished to see mo, 
and was already on ha way from Sedan. The Gen- 
eral immediately turned-back in order to tell his 
Majesty that I was following him, and shortly 
attortfards, half way between nere.and sedan, Ja 
the vlolnttyot Frenois, I found myself opposite tha 
Kmperor.

I declined to discuss this mattes 
with his Majesty, when so purely military a question 
was pending between General Moltke aud General 
Vvlmpifen, On the other hand I asked the Emperot 
wuetner his Majesty was inclined to negotiate fo< 
peace. The Emperor replied that, as a prisoner, ha 
was not now to a position to do so, and on mj 
nirtuer aneation by whom, in his view, the execu-

France was at 
present 
represented, his Majesty referred me to the govern- 
ment at PafiS. Alter the clearing up of this poiac, 
which from 'the Emperor's letter of ye-terday tj 
your Majesty could not be certainly judired of, I per- 
ceived, und aid not-conceal this from the Emperor, 
tlut tho situation, to-day" as yesterday, offered no 
oilier practical question than the military one. and 
I stgnltted the necessity which therefore rested oti 
us of obtaining, beiore all ttunirs, through the capi- 
tulation of Sedan, a material pleilce lor the, stability 
oi the military results already achieved, f nad 
already yesterday evening considered the question 
on all sides with GeneralJiIoltkc whether it would 
be possible, without prejudice to Geiman interests, 
to olfer more favorable conditions than those laid 
' down, in deference no the military feeling of .hoao« 
of au army rfhich had tought well. After due con- 
sideration we had felc ourselves obliged to settw 
tins question in the negative. 
When, thereiore. 


General Moltkc. who meauvrhlle had come from Uu> 
town, went to your Majesty for the purpose ot lay- 
ing before vou the Emperor's wishes, tins was not, 
as your Majesty knows,, with the intention ol suji- 
portmsthem. 


TUB Kmperor then went out Into the open air aud 
invited me to sit hy him before the door of the house, 
Uts Majesty submitted to me tlte question whether x 
was not practicable to allotv" the French army -la 
cross the Belgian frontier, in order that they might 
bo disarmed ami "interned." I had already, tlij 
previous evening, conversed on this eventuality 
witu General Hh. ttke. As regarded the political situ- 
ation, I on iny aide (ltd not take tue intti.irive, noa 
did the Emperor, except that he deplored ttie nil* 
fortune of war, and atllrmei that he Iilmscir nau; 
not 'lesired war. bin had been forced into it by tlu! 
pressure of public opinion, la France. 
Turough inquiries in the pir-cu. and especially 
through a Hearcli L'y officers of the general stair, 
tt had meantime, between nine and ten o'clock, 
been ascertained that the Chateau or JJellevue, near 
Frentus, was bulled to the reception of the Emperor, 
a nil. moreover, was not occupied by wounded.

visions and munitions, however, and ihe absolute 
impossibility of any further duleace imposed on mm, 
as a guneral the duty of restraining his personal 
feelings, as further bloodshed could u'ot alter tiia 
Situation. The concession of ttc release of the om- 
cere on their word or honor was accepted with warm 
thanks, as an expression of yout Majesty's inten- 
tion not to overstep the limits which our uolitical 
and military Inter oats made necessary witu regard 
to the feelings ol an army which haa lought bravely. 
To this sentiment GeneMiWimpflenaiterwiiidsgavs 
expression in a letter, in which ne thaukea General 
Moltke for the very considerate manner iu wlucn 
the negotiations weie ou his side conducted.
